SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Scandals Issue 65 - June '03 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

Scandals is an adult contacts magazine published in New Zealand containing explicit 
depictions and descriptions of sexual activity. Some of the text deals with 
unconventional sexual conduct, often involving adult sexual role-plays. Because of the 
sexually explicit subject matter and depictions, as well as some sexual conduct that is 
mildly degrading and demeaning in nature, the availability of the publication is likely to 
be injurious to the public good unless restricted to an adult audience. 

Considerations under s3of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
have been weighed against the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990. Given the manner in which, and the extent and degree to which the 
publication deals with matters of sex, a limit on its availability to adults is a reasonable 
and demonstrably justifiable restriction in order to prevent likely injury to the public 
good. 
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
